FOR TEACHERS' REFERENCE 


The following pages provide suggestions 
for activities for the children in 
connection with the Picture Dictionary 


Using a Picture Dictionary 


A picture dictionary is the modern child's A.B.C. book and a 
valuable help to reading. Like an A.B.C. book, it requires some 
explanation if children are to use it with pleasure. 'A for apple, B for 
baby, C for cat,’ chants the grown-up who turns the pages and points 
out the letter for the benefit of the youngest child with his alphabet 
book. In a similar way, teachers of school-age children need to 
explain a picture dictionary. For instance: 

1. First, let the children investigate their dictionaries without 
explanation or interference. Put some copies on the library shelves 
and indicate where others can be found. 

2. When curiosity has been aroused, suggest, 'Let's read our 
picture dictionaries.’ The children may not be readers in the 
accepted sense but the response to ‘Look at the picture and say the 
Word’ is reading experience on their level and gives a pleasurable 
feeling of achievement. Once is not enough, however; the activity 
should be repeated many times, with individual children sometimes 
‘reading’ aloud. In a short time, children will choose ‘reading my 
picture dictionary to myself’ as a pleasant activity. 
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3. Next, show in the simple A.B.C. way how a dictionary is 
compiled. Turn to page 3 and say to the children, 'Look at the 
beginning letter and read it like this: А for apple, A for arm, B for 
baby, B for bag,' and so on. This is not using the A.B.C. method of 
learning to read. It is an introduction to the names of the letters of 
the alphabet, a matter of general knowledge and adult usage as well 
as of vocabulary. But to emphasize the first letter of a word is sound 
teaching method. Children recognize words by their first letters and 
this sort of A.B.C. 'reading' is giving them a clue to the reading 
process. Do not hurry away too quickly from this activity. Give more 
opportunities of repetition and encouragethe children to enjoy doing 
it alone. 

4. Then show them how to find words in their picture dictionaries. 
Play games such as: 

a. ‘Find the words beginning with S. Read them.’ 

- b. ‘Find the H page and read the words.’ 
c. ‘Look at page 2 and find the number of the С page.’ 
4. ‘Give me any word on the С page.’ 


l. Suggestions for the use of the Picture Dictionary to help 
children to learn the words of the first books of the Gay Way 
Series 

1. CLASS AND GROUP ACTIVITIES 

(a and b are for use with the Introductory Pictures to assist word- 

recognition.) 

a. Using wall sheet, point to certain words. 

‘This word is “hen” (pig, cat, etc.). Look at it. Find it in your 
dictionary. Look for the beginning letter. Now write the word.’ 

b. Without pointing out the word, but with wall picture still 
on view. 
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‘Find “hen” (or another noun or verb) in your dictionary. 
Think of the beginning letter, then look for the word on the 
right page. Write it.’ 

c. No wall picture on view. 

“Find “hen” (or other words) in your picture dictionary and 
write it.’ 

d. 'Look, cover up and write.' This is an excellent aid to visual 
memory. Let each child keep a plain card about 3 in. by 2 in. in his 
dictionary. Then instruct the children: 

‘Find the word “house” in your dictionary. Look hard at it’ 
(for two or three seconds only). ‘Cover it up (with your card). 
Now write it without looking. See if you have written it correctly.’ 
(Compare with printed word in dictionary.) 

In cases of difficulty, suggest to the children, ‘Take another quick 
look. Now cover it up and write it.’ 


2. INDIVIDUAL WORK 


a. Materials needed. Envelopes to hold separate word cards for 
matching to words in dictionary. No pictures required. Children 
match words to words in picture dictionary, write them and draw 
the illustrations. 

b. Materials required. Work cards about 4 in. by 3 in. Each card 
gives an instruction. 

e.g. Draw a lorry 
Draw a hen and a cat 
Draw a dog 
Draw a rat 
Draw a fox 


Children look up the word (if they do not remember), then 
draw and label their drawing 
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II. Suggestions for using the Picture Dictionary in connec- 
tion with word-scrutiny 


Learning to scrutinize the shape, length and other characteristics 
of words precedes word-analysis. Picture dictionaries encourage this 
from the very beginning, but more definite emphasis is required 
before the introduction of phonetics and word-analysis. 


1. CLASS AND GROUP ACTIVITIES

"Who is the first to find this word in your picture dictionary ?' 
b. Write a word on the board which is not in the picture 
dictionary.

III. Suggestions for using the Picture Dictionary in connec- 
tion with word-analysis 


(An introduction to phonetic training) 


At this stage, each child should keep his own ‘word book’, 


indented and marked with the letters of the alphabet so that he can 
write words in alphabetical order. 


1. CLASS AND GROUP ACTIVITIES 
a. “Find the words in your picture dictionary beginning with Т" 
(er any other letter). ‘Read them and listen to the first letter 
Sound as you say the words. What was the sound? Repeat. Tell 
me other words that begin with the same sound’ (List on board). 
‘Now enter the words in your dictionary which begin with T 


into your own word books. Add some others, also beginning 
with T.' 


Repeat this activity with all consonants. 
b. When children have discovered the sounds ofthe consonants, 


use the picture dictionary in the same way as an A.B.C. book, 
but instruct: 


"Sound the first letter instead of saying the name.’
